Police Officer O’Brien captured a 
clever rascal last night. 
He was El­ 
mer Pierce, a atrangei* in Benton 
Harbor, who (or two weeks had lived 
on the proceeds o( (orged dra(ts which 
had been sent to the Benton Harbor 
postoffice by Chicago and eastern com­ 
mission men in payment of fruit con­ 
signments from growers in this com­ 
munity. 


The persons who have suffered the 
hardest through Pierce’s rascality are 
Dr. .T. J. Fabry, who Is out something 
over $18 and Charles Hill who loses 
$11.08. 
For two weeks Pierce has 
been engaged in lifting the mail of 
different local fruit growers from the 
postottice. 
He would enter the office 
and upon observing In any of the boxes 
a letter with the card of a commission 
house printed on the same he would 
inquire for the mall in that box and 
receive it. 


Pour drafts for G. 
H. Smallidge 
from Charles Rich ardsonCo., of 
Buffalo, New York, were taken from 
the postottice by Pierce. 
They ag­ 
gregated $^i3.24, but only one of them 
was cashed. 
It was drawn for $1.20 
and was cashed by Dr. .1. .1. Fabry. A 
draft of $11.68 and one of $6.47 from 
Porter Bros. com|mny to C. B. Curtis 
wore lifted from ’he postottice and the 
former was cashed by Charles Hill and 
the other by J. J. Fabry, nearly two 
weeks ago. 


A check of $1.68 sent to C. T. Culver 
by W. J. Ellis & Son of Chicago, and 
another of $6.58 sent to Mr. Culver by 
Ewald Bros, of Cdicago, 
were in­ 
cluded in Pierce’s steal from the post­ 
ottice 
The former check was received 
and money for its face advanced by Dr. 
Fabry, and it was while attempting to 
realize on the latter check at Dr. 
Fabry’s that Pierce’s 
capture was 
made. The doctor, having been ad­ 
vised that there was crookedne.ss about 
Pierce’s work, detained him until Otti- 
cer O’Brien appeared. A check of 
$4 47 from John H. Palmer & Co., of 
Chicago, forwarded to T. Prillwitz was 
also cashed by Dr. Fabry and another 
of over $4 making a total of over $18. 


The checks and drafts not cashed by 
Pierce were found in his |x>ssession, 
together with the envelopes in which 
they were enclosed. The indorsements 
on all the checks were written in the 
same hand which fact lead to the de­ 
tection of Pierce. He made no at­ 
tempt to disguise the signatures of the 
different persons forged by him and 
Dr. Fabry grew suspicious and re­ 
ported his convictions to the police. 


And when the checks he bad cashed 
were refused by the Chicago corespon­ 
dent of the First National bank, Dr. 
Fabry discovered that his suspicious 
were very probably true and they kept 
a sharp lookout for the forger, believ­ 
ing be would return. Yesterday Pierce 
showed up with another check and Otti- 
eer O’Brien captured him. He practi­ 
cally admitted his guilt to the officer 
when he was arrested. He was Im­ 
prisoned in the city jail and this 
morning 
Postmaster 
Huntington 
notified the United States Marshal at 
Grand Haplds of the facts in ^he case 
and it is expected that the prosecution 
of Pierce will be conducted by the 
postotf ce department. 


He is a middle-aged man, of large 
stature, weighing 200 {)ounds. He is 
well dressed and is good looking. 
Pierce was taken to the postottice last 
night when Miss Jarvis, a clerk there 
identified him as having called for and 
received C. B. Curtis’ mail.

the national^extcutlve boarà of the Unit­ 
ed Mine Worker» of America wae obeyed 
by from 10,000 to 16,000 of the 21,000 min­ 
era In the Pittsburg district yesterday. 
The great struggle is now on In earnest, 
and the levelopments of the next few 
days will determine the success or fail­ 
ure of the flght for a uniform mining, 
rate. Pittsburg Is the pivotal point In 
the live states engaged In the contest, 
and the success of the local olllclals In 
their efforts to secure a general suspen­ 
sion In this district will have an Impor­ 
tant bearing on the outcome of 
the 
movement. While it Is estimated that at 
least two-thirds of the miners have 
thrown down their picks, enough men 
are still at work to sertoutdy Impair their 
chances, unless they can ultimately be 
brought out. This President Dolan con­ 
fidently claims can be done. The opera­ 
tors, on the other hand, are In nowise 
disconcerted and assert that the strike 
cannot succeed. The first break In the 
operators^ ranks was made yesterday 
afteroon by J. W. Steen, of the O. I. C. 
mines at Rossville. The diggers refused 
to work and the mine was closed down, 
but a notice was posted that after yes­ 
terday the 69-cent rate would Iw paid. 
It is not likely that the officials will al­ 
low the men to work until a majority of 
operators have agreed to the miners' de­ 
mands. 


MluAni Are Slow tn Went Virginia. 


In West Virginia the miners have been 
slow in responding to the strike order. 
A dispatch says that a general strike 
in the state ia not probable. The men are 
not organized and they are inclined to 
regard the strike elsewhere as favorable 
to their chances of securing plenty of 
work at good prices while It is pending. 
Great pressure Is being brought to bear 
upon them by the United Mine Workers’ 
officials to Join the strike, but so far 
w'ithout success. The impression among 
both operators and miners In this state is 
that West Virginia will be able to sup­ 
ply the demand for coal in the event of 
a prolonged strike, an<l that the opera­ 
tors will be Justified to offer the miners 
inducements to remain at work, as they 
did In 1894. Chief Mine Insepctor Paul 
says he does not look for much response 
to the order. He says: “If the West 
Virginia miners remain at worK during 
the strike in other states, new markets 
will open, up for West Virginia coal, 
which West Virginia operators can hold 
after the termination of the strike." This 
argument has had great effect with the 
miners, and the United Mine WorkeiV 
officials may have great difficulty 
in 
persuading them to Join the strike. 
Clalinii of Miner« and Operntom. 
According to estimate of the miners’ 
officials aUcty-two railroad mines are 
Idle and twenty-six are still In opera­ 
tion. The minena’ officials say the op­ 
erators will claim a mine to be in op­ 
eration as long 
as there 
are 
two 
men at work. The operators claim that 
the Pajnhandle mine«, operated by M. 
A. Hanna, where the iironclad ajarrèe- 
ment io in force, worked as usual yes­ 
terday. The miners, on the' other hand, 
maintain that the entiire Millers’ and 
'Phomas' 
Run district, 
where these 
mines are located, is out on a strike. 
The operators themselves admit that 
there were not the usual number of 
men at work in the Snowdon and Gas- 
tonviile mines operated by the Pitts­ 
burg and Chicago company, where the 
ironclad is also in force. 


Orer 80 Per Cent. Are Out. 


A fair estimate shows that there are 
abdut 10,000 of the 12,000 railroad min> 
ers now out. The operators assert that 
the river mines are nearly all running, 
while the miners’ officials say they are 
all Idle. 
Specials from Monongaheia 
City say that 6,000 out of the 8,000 min­ 
ers are on a strike. W. P. Dearmitt, 
president of the New York and Cleve­ 
land Gas Coal company, was emphatic 
in his statements that the strike would 
be a failure. 
'‘We had more men at 
work today,” said he, “than any day 
for a number of years after a holiday. 1 
attribute this to the fact that the men 
came to work because they did not care 
to be identlfled witii this movement. 
More than twenty-five 
mines were 
working In the Pittsburg district to­ 
day.”

An order of the United States 
circuit court, southern district of Ohio, 
eastern divliiion, was made by Judge

T. Herrick and Robert Bllckensderfer, 
receivers of the Whellng and Lake Erie 
Railway company, whereby the United 
States marshal Is directed to protect 
their miners at wwk and to prevent 
unlawful Interference with the opera­ 
tion of their railway.

Eastman Sprinp Street Railway 
Company Granted Seven 
Months Longer Time. 


BUILDERS WERE DISAPPOINTED. 


New PranchlteOIVAn Them Which 


Carries With It More Prlvllesee 
for the Company. 


The street railway 
to 
Eastman 
Springs, which was required by the 
conditions of the original franchise to 
be completed 
and in operation by 
August *1^7, will not be in operation 
this summer. 


A new franchise was pfranted the 
promoters—Seely McCord 
and 
O. 
Westcott—by the city council 
last 
night stipulating that the road must 
be running by May 1898. 
This grante 
the builders an extension of seven 
months In the time. 
The new ordi­ 
nance which the council adopted last 
night repeals the old one, which the 
promoters contended wae a measure 
unreasonable in its demands, providing 
conditions which were not 
usually 
exacted of a street railway company. 


The principal objection • to the old 
ordinance was the reouirement that 
the road be compietea next month. 
The 
disappointment the 
proposed 
builders have encountered made it im­ 
possible to comply with this condition 
and a new franchise was necessary in 
order to make an alteration in that 
regard. 


The new franchise contains features 
favorable to the city as w&il. 
It keeps 
the builders 
off of W ater street—the 
market place of the city—until Novem­ 
ber 1 next and demands that the road 
shall be completed from the intersec­ 
tion of Pipestone and Main streets to 
the eastern limit of the city by Sep­ 
tember 10,1897. 


The new franchise was discussed 
section by section and two hours were 
required to pass it. 
The longest dis­ 
cussion occurred on the section which 
requires that the city shall not inter­ 
fere with the operation of the road 
in the laying of water mains or the 
building of sewers, also that in case it 
becomes necessary to remove the track« 
that the city must restore them to their 
former condition at its own expense. 
Councilman Ward did not like this 
section. 
He said it took away a pro­ 
tection which the city was eotltleu to. 
Mr. McCord and his attorney, A. A. 
Plummer, held that to demana of the 
company that it replace its tracks at 
its own expense when it became neces­ 
sary to remove them for sewers or 
water main trenches, was a require­ 
ment which muncipalitles were not in 
the habit of exacting from street rail­ 
ways, and a vote on the adoption of the 
section disclosed that the majority of 
the aldermen favored it as it appeared 
in the new franchise. 


Only one section of the new fran­ 
chise was amended and that section 
covered the matter of the position the 
planking on the tracks should occupy. 
No particular reference was made to 
this feature in the franchise and it was 
decided to require that the planking 
outside the rails should be one inch be­ 
low ths top of the rail8 and inside 
should be one inch above th« flange., 


rrtMB«m Mq H Work. 


Chi^f of Police Sterns has not been 
certain as to his authority to require 
pritsoners to work on t he city stone 
pile and to settle the matter the coun­ 
cil laBt night passed an ordinance regu< 
lating the la ^ r of prisoners and va* 
grants. It requires that prisoners in 
the county jail may be made to com­ 
mence work at 7 o’^clock in the morn­ 
ing and continue until « o’clock in the 
evening with a rest at noon of one and 
one-half hours. Those who refuse to 
work may be kept in a cell in the city 
jail with bread and water as their only 
food until they comply with the order.

and remained a member of said church 
until her death, July 1, 1897, making 
her 60 years 7 months and 17 days m 
age. 
She was a church member a few 
months over 40 years. 


She was a born teacher, loved the 
work and for over 30 years threw her 
whole soul and life into her chosen 
profession. 
At last she, with her hus­ 
band finding their health was being 
undermined, in 1H84 quit their profes­ 
sion and retired to their quiet home in 
our midst, where she quietly passed 
away to enter u|M>n the higher calling, 
leaving her companion alone to buffet 
with the world a little while longer.

Do you know that there are in this 
country about 70,000 common schools, 
and that there are over 8,000,000 pupils, 
and that the majority of those schools 
and tho majority of Ihose pupils are 
In our citlesP Now, this grsat multitude 
of children will be affected by the intelli­ 
gence or ignorance, the virtue or the vice 
of boards of education and boards of con­ 
trol. There are oltlee where educational 
affairs are settled In the low caucus in the 
abandoned parts of the cities by men full of 
ignorance and rum. It ought not to be 
ao, but In many cities it is so. I hear the 
tramp of coming generations. What that 
great multitude of youth shall be for this 
world and the next will be affected very 
much by the character of your public 
ichools. You had better multiply the 
moral and religious influences about the 
oenimon aohools rather than subtract from 
them. Instead of driving the Bible out, 
S iu had better drive the Bibto further in. 
ay God defend our glorious common 
Mhool syetem.and send Into rout and con­ 
fusion all its sworn enemiea. 


City oaeials. 


I have also to say that the ehametsr of 
ottcials In a city affects, tlie domiBstlc cir- 
Pie. In a eity where grogshops have their 
own way and gambling hells are not in­ 
terfered with, and for fear of losing polit- 
leal influence ofBcials close their pyee to 
fisterlBg abomlnationa—In all those eitles 
Ihe home intereata need to make Implora- 
Iton. The family circles of the elty must 
Inevitably be affeeted by Ihe moral oharac- 
ler.or the Immoral chancter of Ihoee who 
rule over them. 


I will go furlhar and aaythal the reli­ 
gious Inlereeta of a city are thus affected. 
The churoh today baa to contend with 
•vils that the elvil law ought to smite, 
and, while I would not have the civil gov­ 
ernment In any wise re^x ita energy In 
Ibé arrest and punlabment of crime, I 
would have a thousandfold more energy 
put forth in the drying np of the fountains 
of Iniquity. The church, of^ God apks ap 
peraBiary aid from political powPr, bal 
dpea aak that Ib BdditloB,to all lha avils 
we Biiift neoesepril» eonlei^ againal we 
ahaU Bot have to IlghI aloo nouBlelpal Beg- 
ligiBce.

Initead of giving ao much time to 
Batlonal politioB, give some of your attea 
IloB to muBlolpal goverament 


1 demand Ibal the Christi^ people who 
have been staadiag aloof from pnblio af­ 
fairs come back, aad ia the might of Ood 
try lo save our eltlee. If things are or 
Üave been bad, II la because good people 
have lei them be bad. ThatChrlstlan man 
who merely goes to the polls and casts his 
vote does not do his duty. It is not the 
ballot box that decides the election ; It Is 
Ihe political caucus, and if at the primary 
meetings of the two political parties unfit 
and bad men are nominated, then the bal 
lot box has nothing to do save to take Its 
choice between two thieves. In our 
churches, by reformatory organization, in 
every way let us try to tone up the moral 
sentiment in these cities. The rulers are 
tho»e whom the people ehoose, and depend 
upon It that in all the cities, as long as 
pure hearted men stand aloof from politics 
because they despise hot partisanship, just 
so long in many of our cities will rum 
make the nominations, and rum control 
the ballot box, and rum inaugurate the 
olHeials. 


1 take a step further in this subject and 
ask all those who believe In the omnlpo 
tence of prayer, day by day and every day, 
present your city officials before Ood for a 
blessing. If you live in a city presided 
over by a mayor, pmy for him. The chief 
magistrate of a city is in a position of 
great responsibility. Many of the kings 
and queens and emperors of other days had 
no such dominion. With the scratch of a 
pen he may advance a beneficent Institu­ 
tion or balk a railway confiscation. By 
appointments he may bless or curse every 
hearthstone in the city. If In the Episco­ 
pal churches, by the authority of the lit­ 
any, and in our nonepiscopate churches 
we every Sabbath pray for the president of 
the United States, why not, then, be just 
as hearty In our supplications (or the chief 
magistrates of cities, for their guidance, 
for their health, for their present and their 
everlasting morality?

Bot go further, and pray for your com­ 
mon counoii, if your city has a common 
eonnoil. They hold in their hands a power 
eplendid for good or terrible for evil. They 
have mony temptations. In many of the 
cities whole boards of Mimmon council men 
have gone down ip the maelstrom of polit­ 
ical corruption. They could not stand the 
power of the bribe. 
Corruption came in 
and sat beside them, and sat behind them, 
and sat before them. They recklessly 
voted away the hard earned moneys of the 
people. They were bought out, body, mind 
and soul, so that at the end of their term 
of otlloe they hud not enough of moral re­ 
mains left to make a deoent funeral. They 
went into office with the hustsuiof the mul­ 
titude, They came out with the anathema 
of all decent people. There is not one man 
out of A hundred that can endure the temp* 
talions of the common oounoll men in our 
great cities. If a man In that position 
have the courage of a Cromwell, and the 
Independence of an Andrew Jackson, and 
Ihe public splrltedness of a John Frederick 
Oberlin, and the piety of an Edward Pay- 
son, he will bavp ao surplus to throw 
away.

Coaid Bear Webster a Mila. 
Marahfleld ia noted for having Ita peopla 
Ive lo a green old age, but Mra. Sally Ba- 
cer, who la 98 yearn old, can claim lha dia- 
tlnctlon of being Ito oldeat Inhabitant by 
quite a number of yeara. She resldea in i| 
pretty farmhouse on the Neck road, which 
has been her home for 61 years. The 
buildings are sprucely painted tho aur- 
roundings are trimly kept, and the barna 
Indicate a th rift farm buslneaa. Mra. 
Baker waa born In Klngaton June 0,1790, 
and waa the daughter of Oliver and Sally 
(Maglathlln) Sampaon—good old colony 
atock on both aldea of the houae. 


In April, 1819, Sally Sampaon waa mar­ 
ried to Captain Otbi Baker of Duxbnry, 
Paraon Zephanlab Wlllla of Klngaton per­ 
forming the ceremony. Captain Baker 
had been a prlvateerimah In the waKof 
1818, being then less than 81 yeain old. 
Hla widow now drawa a pension, and la 
tha only penaloner of that war now living 
in thia section. In 1886 Captain Baker 
and hla wife went from Duxbnry to Marsh 
flald and eatabllahed a home, where she 
baa realded ever alnce. The ifarm waa a 
mile long and extended to Green Harbor 
river, on the opposite side of which lay the 
estates of Daniel WelMrt»r. Mrs. Baker 
used to see a great deal of her distin 
gulshed neighbor, for he was always hall 
fellow well met with the townspeople. 
Mr. Webster's voice in particular has Im 
pressed itself on the lady’s memory.

Athl«tles In Engllah Schools. 


Of all the sports cultivated cricket 
the fewest characteristic features at tho 
public schools. This is not because it 
the least popular of the sports, but because 
it is tho most popular. There is no crickot 
but cricket, and all England is its prophet 
It is played in fields and parks and by 
ways. As you whiz through England on 
the hysterical little railway trains tho way­ 
side swarms with men, boys and children 
in white trousers. It is played in the 
morning, in the afternoon and in the long 
summer evonings it is often almost 10 
o'clock before the stumps are drawn. It 
is played, I had almost said, from tho 
cradle to the grave. And it is recorded 
that a famous cricketer once excused a 
younger brother’s lack of skill by saying: 
‘‘Ho never had a oiiance to learn the game. 
He was so ill that he couldn’t begin play­ 
ing until he was 6 years old.” If a boy 
isn’t a iiast master at crickot before he goes 
to 8oliool, tliere is little hope for him. 


How muuh most sclioolboys do play 
cricket is evident in tho time and space 
given to the game. At Eton,^or instance, 
there are seven seimrato grounds, each witti 
a name of its own. Tlie most exalted of 
these is Upper club, where the best 33 play­ 
ers in the school hold their matches, and 
Che school 11 plays its home games. Then 
there is a Middle club, a Lower olub, an 
Upper Sixjionny, a Lower Sixpenny and a 
lot more, the names and ofiices of which 
no traveler’s pride could have induced mo 
to learn. Every ‘‘house,” in fact, has its 
eleven and, for all I know, its separate 
field. In all tlio Eton cricket grounds cover 
43 acres and afford room for almost 500 
ijoys to play cricket at onetime.—Harper’s 
Round l^ble. 


Playing m Fanny Game. 


The use of chips and counters is a great 
convenionco in such games as i>oker, faro, 
and the like. 'Tlio business, so culled, of 
tho Stock Exchange in Wall street and 
elsewhere is carried on by the use of tokens 
or bits of paper designated as bonds and 
stock certificates, whicli are supposed to 
entitle the holders of them to certain divi­ 
dends to be declared by managers of rail 
way and other corporations or to certain 
interest installmente payable at stated 
times. The croupier at faro guarantees 
prompt payment in cash to the chip hold 
ers at the end of the game. The seller of 
stocks and bonds in the game In ” tha 
street” guarantees nothing except the title 
and the genuineness of the chips. The 
purchaser boys under the rule caveal 
emptor as to price and value. 


The value of his purchase depends upon 
the volume of railway traifie, transporta­ 
tion rates, tho state of tho money market, 
the ability, the honesty or dishonesty of 
corporation managers, the manner in 
which corporation reports and accounts 
are made and kept, whether these' reports 
and accounts are fair or “cooked,” wheth­ 
er Che olUcers wear”smoked glasses,” and 
the like. Now, it is plain that the so 
called ” iambs” are at a disadvantage in 
this business or game. In farothe”splita” 
give the dealer a small percentage of ad­ 
vantage, but this tho player understands 
und may oaluuiato on. The contingencies 
and rascalities in tho stock dealing game, 
however, are incalculable.—-Hon. W. P. 
Fishback in Arena.

For two weeks Pierce has 
been engaged in lifting ^ the mall of 
different local fruit growers trom the 
postotfice. 
He would enter the oftlce 
and upon observing in any of the boxes 
a letter with the card of a commlssloa 
house printed on the same he would 
Inquire for the mall In that bo.\ and 
receive It. 


Pour drafts for G. 
H. Sinallldge 
from Charles Richardson & Co., of 
ButTalo, New York, were taken from 
the postoilice by Fierce. 
They ag­ 
gregated $^i3.24, but only one of them 
was cashed. 
It was drawn for $1.20 
and was cashed by Dr. J. J. Fabry. A 
draft of $U.U8 and one of $0.47 from 
Porter Bros, company to C. B. Curtis 
were lifted from 'he j)ostottice and the 
former was cashed by Charles Hill and 
the other by J. ,1.

A check of $1.«H sent to C. T. Culver 
by W. J. lOllls & Son of Chicago, and

The former check was received 
and money for its face advanced by Dr. 
Fabry, and it was while attempting to 
realize on the latter check at Dr.

The doctor, having been ad­ 
vised that there wan crookedness about 
Pierce’s work, detained him until Ottl- 
cer O’Brien appeared. A check of

The checks and drafts not cashed by 
Pierce were found in iiis jjossession, 
together with the envelopes In which 
they were enclosed.

The «rent struftle 1« now on In tarAetl, 
and the letrelopmente of the nest few 
day« will determine the lucetMi or fail­ 
ure of the flght for a uniform mlnlns 
m e. Pittsburt la the fftvotal point In 
the five atatea envaged In the«conteat, 
and the bu c c im ot the local oflllclala la 
their efforta to secure a general auapen- 
alon In thla district will have an Impor­ 
tant bearing on the outcome of the 
movement While tt Is estimated that at 
least two-thlrda of the mlnera have 
thrown dow*n their pick*, enough men 
are still at work to aerloualy Impalrthelr 
chancea unless they can uUlihately be 
brought out. This President Dolan con­ 
fidently claim» caa be done. The opera­ 
tors, on the oth»r hand, are In nowlte 
disconcerted and aiaert that the strike 
.cannot succeed. The first break In the 
operator!^ ranks was made yesterday 
afteroon by J. W. Steen, of the O. I. C. 
mines at Rosaville. The diggenp refused 
to work and the mine waa closed down, 
but a notice was posted that after yes­ 
terday the 09-cent rate would be paid. 
It 1» not likely that the otnclals wltl al­ 
low the men to work until a majority of 
operators have agreed to the miners* de­ 
mands. 


M ln*ri A r« aiow In W cat V lrvtnla. 


In West Virginia the miners have been 
f*low in responding to the strike order. 
A dispatch says that a general strike 
in the state in not probable. The men are 
not organised and they are Inclined to 
regard the strike elsewhere as favorable 
to their chances of securing plenty of 
work at good price» while it Is pending. 
Great pressure Ip being brought to bear 
upon them by the United Mine Workers* 
oinciali to Join the strike, but so far 
without success. The impression among 
both operators and miners In this state Is 
that West Virginia will be able to sup­ 
ply the demand for coal In the event of 
a prolonged strike. an<l that the opera­ 
tors will be Justified to offer the miners 
inducements to remain at %vork. as they 
did in 1891. Chief Mine In«epctor Paul 
says he doe» not look for much responsa 
to the order. 
He says: “If the West 
Virginia miners remain at woric during 
the strike In other states, new markets 
will open up for West Virginia coni. 
which West Virginia operators can hold 
after the termination of the strike." This 
argument has had great effect with the 
miner», and the United Mine WorkeiV 
ofnciais may have great difHculty in 
persuading them to Join the strike. 


CImIiii» o f M iner» aiiU Clperatoni. 


According to estimate of the mlnc>rs* 
ofnciais sixty-two railroad mines are 
Idle and twenty-six are still In opera­ 
tion. The miners' officials say the op­ 
erators will claim a mine to be in op. 
•eratlon as long 
as there 
are 
two 
men at work. The operators claim that 
the Panhandle minea, oiierated by M. 
A. Hanna, where the ironclad aaree- 
ment Is in force, v%'orked as usual yes­ 
terday. The miners, on the other hand, 
maintain that the enth*e Millers’ and 
Thomas’ Him district, %%'here these 
mines are located. Is out on a strike. 
The operators themselves admit that 
there were not the usual number of 
men at work in the Snowdon and Gas- 
tonville mines operated by the Pitts* 
burg and Chicago company, where the 
Ironclad Is also In force. 


O ver a o r « r Cksnt. A rc Out. 


A fair estimate shows that there are 
ai)out 10.000 of the 12,000 railroad min­ 
ers now out. The operators assert that 
the river mines are nearly all running, 
while the miners' officials say they are 
all idle. 
Special» from Monongahela 
City say that 6.000 out of the S.OOO min­ 
er« are on a strike. W. P. Dearmitt. 
pri>8ldent of the New York and Cleve­ 
land Gaa Coal company, was emphatic 
in his statements that the strike would 
be a failure. 
**We had more men at 
work today." said he, “than any day 
for a nuniijer of yeara after a holiday, 
attribute this to the fact that the men 
came to work because they did not care 
to be Identified with this movement. 
More than twenty-five 
mines were 
working- In the Pittsburg district to­ 
day."

They do not intend to strike for 
the simple purpose of giving work to the 
eastern Illinois miners, whose coal Is in 
direct competition with northern and 
central Indiana coal.**

Danville. III«., |uly T.—The mlner»em- 
ployed by the Westvllle Coal company 
went out yesterday, but their grievance, 
which was a demand for check weighmen, 
was promptly complied with and they 
will go lo work today. The KellyvlUe 
Coal company, which furnishes the llll 
noif Steel company with two train loads 
of coal per day. fays its men are satis 
fled and at work. There is no sign of 
strike In the Grape Creek region or any 
where In the Danville fields.

Cincinnati, July 7.—A very important 
step was taken here yesterday In con 
nection with the coal miners' strike 
which puts the power of the United 
States against all violence or unlawful 
acts in at least a portion of the territory 
in Ohio. An order of the United States 
circuit court, southern district of Ohio 
eastern division, was made by Judge 
Taft upon a showing made by Myron 
T. Herrick and Robert Bllckensderfer, 
receivers of the Whaling and l^ke Erie 
Railway company, whereby the United 
States marshal is directed to orotect 
their miners at work and to prevent 
unlawful Interference with the opera 
tlon of their railway. 


The receivers state that they «ire en 
gaged in the operation of two 
coal 
mines of the Wheeling, Lake Brie and 
PfttsbU'Tg Coal company known as the 
Dlllenvale and Long Run coal mines 
that there is a strike among the mine 
workers of Ohio and other states under 
the direction of the United Mine Work 
ers: that all of the 500 miners at Diilen 
vale and one-half of the 400 at the Long 
Run mine are desirous of remaining at 
work, but have refrained fixmi so doing 
by reason of threat« and warnings 
from other miners who have joined the 
strike: that it is necessary for the mine 
to continue in operation, and that the 
miner« 
will 
condnue ait work if 
protected from physteal Injury tothem? 
«elve« and thelr property.

LIFE OF HELEN JUDSON. 


Sha Waa a VIgoroua Chrlatlan and a 
Suooaaaful Taaohar. 


Helen E!. Sheldon Judson was born 
in Cleveland, Ohio, November 14, A. 
D. 1836. In company with her parents 
she moved to liaeine, Wis., in 1843, 
when she was about 7 years old. 
Her 
father waa one of the first settlers of 
Racine county. In early life she had a 
great desire to secure an education, at­ 
tending the district school and later on 
teaching until the fáll of 1857, when 
she went to Hillsdale college in this 
state to finish her education, prepara­ 
tory to taking up her life work asa 
teacher* 


While at college and di|ring a re­ 
vival which occurred the following 
winter, she was converted and bap­ 
tised, joiniitf the Free Will Baptist 
church at HiUsdale. 


When her education at college was 
finished, she returned home and joined 
the Mt. Pleasant F. W. Baptist church 
by letter, and continued an active and 
consistent member of said church, un­ 
til 1864. 
She was married to Dttvld 
Judson and they went to Lansing, 
Iowa, to begin 
their life 
work a» 
teachers. 
There being no. church 
there of her belief, she united with 
the Presbyterian church of that place 
and remained a member of said church 
until her death, July 1,1807, making 
her 60 years 7 months and 17 days of 
age. 
She was a church member a few 
months over 40 years. 


She was a born teacher, loved the 
work and for over ‘10 years threw her 
whole soul and life Into her chosen 
profession. 
At last she, witii her hus­ 
band finding their health was being 
undermined, in 1884 quit their profes­ 
sion and retired to their quiet home in 
our midst, where she quietly passed 
away to enter ujwn the higher calling, 
leaving her companion alone to bulTet 
with the world a little while longer. 


Thus has passed away a woman of 
strong character, vij^orous intellect­ 
uality, 
large 
social 
qualities and 
marked religious instincts. 


The funeral services were held Sun 
day afternoon at 2 o’clock, in the home 
on Napier avenue, and was conducted 
by the Rev. E. A. Hoffman. The body 
was interred in Crystal Springs ceme­ 
tery.

By 
appointments he may bless or curse every 
hearthstone in the city. If in the Episco­ 
pal churches, by the authority of the lit­ 
any. and in our nonepiscopate churches 
we every Sabbath pray for the president of 
the United States, why not. then, be just 
as hearty in our supplications (or the chief 
magistrates of cities, for their guidance, 
for their health, for their present and their

But go further, and pray for your com­ 
mon council, if your city has u common 
(Bonnoil. They hold in tbelr bunds a power 
splentiid for good or terrible for evil.

In many of tbe 
cities whole boardsofeommon council men 
have gone down in the maelstrom of polit­ 
ical corruption. They could not stand the 
power of the bril». 
Corruption aime in 
and sat beside them, and sat behind t.hem, 
and sat before them. They recklessly 
voted away the hard earned moneys of tbe 
people. They were bought out, body, *iind 
and soul, so thiit at the end of their term 
of otfice they hud not enough of moral re­ 
mains left to maice a decent funeral.

The seller ol

street” guamntees nothing except tho title 
aud the genuineness of tho chips. 
The 
purciiaser buys under the rule caveat 
emptor as to price and value. 


The value of his purchase depends upon 
tiie voiunjo of railway traffic, transporta 
tion rates, tho state of the money market, 
the ability, the honesty or dishonesty of 
corpuracion managers, the manner 
in 
which corporation reports And accounts 
are made and kept, whether these reports 
and accounts aro fair or ^‘cooked,” wheth­ 
er the ollicers wear “ smoked glasses,” aud 
the lllic. 
Now, it is plain that tho so 
ealied “ lambs” are at a disadvantage in 
this business or game. In faro tiie “ splits” 
give tlie dealer a suuill percentage of ad 
vantage, but tills the player understands 
and may calculate on. 
The contingencies 
and rascalities in the stock dealing gamo, 
however, aro incalculable.—Hon. W. P.
